HEARING TO BE RESUMED 
THIS MORNING 


—— 


HE. trial of Thomas Hunt, address not 
£ stated, who is charged with the murder 
of Detective Richard Hyland at 
Rathgar road, Dublin, cn August 16 last 
was resumed by the Military Court at Collins 
arracks, Dublin, last Saturday, and, on 
the conclusion of the State case. the Court 
adjourned until to-day. : 
Mr. Joseph A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. 
George D. Murnaghan (instructed by Mr. D. 
O'Donovan, Chief State Solicitor’s Office) pro- 
secuted on behalf of the Attorney-General, 
and Mr. Sean MacBride (instructed by 
Messrs. Lehane and Hogan) appeared for 
ilunt. 
A porter in Meath Hospital gave evidence 
that he found a spent bullet between Detec- 
ve Hyland’s skin and his shirt when the 
bodv was there. 
A detective inspector stated that in a room 
98a Rathgar road, Dublin, he found a 
liritish detention order in respect of '' Thomas 
‘iunt, 40 Daly road, Liverpool,” dated 1939. 


GUN EXPERT’S EVIDENCE 


A Civic Guard gave evidence of having 
examined two bullets, which, he said, had 
‘ven given to him by the State pathologist, 
id he stated that they had been fired from 
the same weapon. A test with a bullet fired 
from a Thompson gun which had been given 
‘o him gave a positive result. A revolver 
bullet taken from the body of Detective 
McKeown and compared with a bullet fired 
from a Webley revolver which had been 
civen to him gave a positive result. He found 
tat one shot had been fired from Detective 
Hviand’s gun, and the revolvers of Detective 
~ergeant McKeown and of Detective Brady 
had not recently beam fired. 

From his examination of the premises at 
Rathgar road it would appear that the bullet 
from Detective Hyland’s gun had been fired 
upwards. Sixteen used cases of Thompson 
cun ammunition found in the rear of the shop 
had been fired from the gun that had been 
to him for examination. A_ person 
inside the counter in the shop would be out 
of the line of any bullets which he had traced. 

Cross-examined by Mr. MacBride, he said 
that one bullet had passed over portion of 
the counter and portion of the recess behind 
the counter. It had not gone through the 
counter, but over it, and any person stooping 
behind the counter would be out of its line. 


SEARCH OF GLOUCESTER 
PLACE 


A detective sergeant, giving evidence of a 
search at a house at Gloucester place on 
August 22, said that he found Hunt kneeling 
at a bed in a room in the front of the build- 
ing. Hunt told him that his name was Ryan; 
that he lived there; that he came from Eng- 
land, and that his people sent him money 
to keep him here. Hunt told him that the 
room opposite was locked, and that the key 
was in the room across the kitchen. He took 
Hunt to that room, and found a key ina 
coat that was hanging on the door. He 
found two keys in one of Hunt’s pockets. He 
opened. the locked door, and in the room he 
found a number of documents and a collection 
Hunt told him that he 
got the keys that he had in his pocket from 
a young fellow. 

The witness said that subsequently he went 
to 98a Rathgar road, and found that the two 
keys ane the shop door and the door 
facing the shop door in the hall. In a bed- 
room over the shop he found a waistcoat and 
trousers of the same material and pattern 
as the coat which Hunt had been wearing 
when he was arrested.

Cross-examined by Mr. MacBride, he said 
that he did not know anything about 4 
photograph of Hunt having been taken.

A detective sergeant who gave evidence of 
having searched the premises at Gloucester 
place said that there were bundles of pamphlets. 
in one of the rooms. They were headed 
“ General Headquarters, Dublin, Depart- 
ment of Training,’ and mentioned the name 


of an organisation. They dealt with instruc- 
tions in the use of the Thompson sub- 
machine-gun; the holding of military posi- 
tions; rifle instruction ; Rade in observa- 
tion; organisation ‘of engineering units; 
explosives and fuses, and a sketch of portion 
of the Four Courts. 
Another detective sergeant, giving evidence 
of a search of Hunt, said that he found a

Hollywood does not make a speciality of 
producing films of lasting worth, but when 
they decided to adapt John Steinbeck’s much- 
discussed novel they produced a really great 
film, which must be one of their best ever.
